A little 
lwa pumuier fallowing ami a little inoro 
root growing would make all tho differ- 
ence pouiblc in this, respect. 

To all admirers of Dcvons it is a mat- 
ter of sincere regret that the flrie herd 
formerly owoed by Kerrio of Dooil has 
been entirely broken up, leaving ;i gap 
which will not easily be filled. "

Of Hampshire Downs, the principal 
exhibitors arc Mr. Spencer, of Whitby, 
and Mr. Tyc of Wilmot. Mr. Spencer 
has long been known as one of the chief 
breeders of short-woollcd sheep, and his 
(look this year, both pure South Downs 
as well as Hampshire crow, though not t>o 
numerous as on soiuo former occasion 
does him infinilo credit.
